A committee from the Austin Safety Oouncil, composed of Eldred
McEKinnon and others, appeared before the Council and asked that the Council
designate the week of December 5~11 as "Safety Week", and algo that they be
granted permipsion to have a parade on the streets of the Oity during that
week.

The matter wae referred to the Qity Manager
and Safety Qommittee for investigation and report back to the Council at their
next regular meeoting.

Councilman Barker moved that the QOpuncil apﬁrove the plan of group in-
surance for ¢ity omployees, as presented by thé Miesouri gtate Life Insurance
Company, and that the City Manager be authorized to co-operate with the
agent of gald company in pﬁtting the plan into operation. Motion prevailed
by the following vote: Ayes, Mayor McFadden; Councilmen Barker, Mueller,
Pannell, and Reed, 5; nayes, none.

Councilman Bﬁrker moved that City ﬁanager Johngon's request for leave
of abgence from December 4th to December 1llth, inclusive, be granted and
that City Attorney, J. Bouldin RKeector, be deaignated to act as City Manager
during the absence of City Manager Johnson. . Motion prevailed by the fol-
lowing vote: Ayes, Mayor MoFadden, Councilmen ﬁarker, Mueller, Pannell , and
Reed, 5; nayes, none.

Mayor McFadden laid before the Council the following resolution;
